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In the absence of the chairman, Mr. E, 
Hugh Behymer presided during the clec-~ 
tion of officers for the coming year, 
Mr, Mark Crum of Kanawha County Public

prary was elected secretary, 


Due to the absence of the expecte 
ed speaker an informal discussion on 
state library legislation and other 
library problems was held, Miss Parks 
outlined methods used for securing 
legislation favorable to the Comnis- 
gion and reviewed past activities in 
this field, Her remarks and those of 
other librarians present were inter- 
esting and highly suggestive, An oute 
come of the discussion was the appoint- 
nent of a legislative committee with 
Mr, Crum as chairman, 


Other subjects brought up for 
discussion by Mr, Crum and Miss Green 
were "selling" libraries to labor 
groups and provision of a training 
program at future meetings for wun- 
trained library personnel, 


Although the planned program did 
not materialize the members present 
agreed that the mecting had been nost 
stinulating and thought provoking,

COLLEGE LIBRARY SECTIONAL MEETING 


The College Library Section con- 
vened following the general session 
Saturday morning, A report was made 
by the Committee on Faculty Status for 
College Librarians, A letter of reso- 
lution relative to granting faculty 
status to professional librarians had 
been sent to the Council of W.Va, Col- 
lege Presidents, No reply has been 
received to the letter, The committee 
is being continued, 


Miss Florence Reese, Dept, of Li- 
brary Science, W.V.U., reported on- the 
activity of the Library Science Cur- 
riculun Committee, The aimof the 
committee was to prepare a basic cur- 
riculum of courses for the training of 
school librarians so that they would 
be effectively prepared to do the work 
demanded of them, and which also would 
serve as a basic course for students 
interested in entering graduate libra- 
ry school, The basic course outlined 
by the committee included: Reference & 
Bibliography - 3 hrs,, Materials — 6 
hrs, (3 hrs. each for Children's and 
Young People's literature), Organiza- 
tion & Administration - 6hrs, (includ- 
ing techniques, cataloguing & classi- 
fication, audio-visual, philosophy, 
public relations, etc. ), and Field 
Work- 3 hrs, The proposed core course 
is based on the curriculum of the 
Southern Association and the A.L.A. 
Board of Education for Librarianship's 
"Standards for Library Science Pro- 
grams in Teacher Education Institu- 
tions," 


Miss Carrie Britton, Librarian, 
Davis & Elkins College, suggested that 
college librarians undertake the es-~ 
tablishment of an organization of high 
school student assistant librarians on 
a state-wide basis, It was decided 
for the present that such activity 
would be carried on individually by 
each college librarian in their own 
region of the state, (Con't, on p.6)

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FROM THE PRESIDENT'S OFFICE 





From February throuzh August of 
1952 I spent touring a country which 
is largely without library service of 
any kind, In only the large cities of 
Australia can one find libraries and 
they are generally inadequate, The 
assumption of the part of all Austral- 
ians was that here in the United 
States free public librarics were a 
pert of the landscape and were as nune- 
erous as filling. stations and better 
supported, It came as a shock when I 
had to describe the conditions which 
are prevalent in our state of West 
Virginia, 


I contend now as I have insisted 
for many yoars that the responsibility 
for the extension of library scrvice 
lies with iibrarians, It is our re- 
sponsibility to see that librarics are 
apart of our state procran, it is 
our rosponsibility to sce that they 
are well organized, properly run, and 


that they occupy a position of leader- 
ship in the community, If librarians 
are not interested in promoting libra- 
ry service, then to whom can the con- 
munity look? Sadly enough thcy have 
had to look to other agencics and li- 
brarians may be said to have dropped 
the ball and lost the advantageous 
position they might have occupicd, 


Each librarian in the State of 
West Virginia should irmcdiatecly find 
out what can be done to vronote libra- 
rics in this state: (1) The West Vir. 
ginia Library Commission should see 
that cach librarian is informed as to 
just what each of us can do; (2) We 
must make ourselves Cormittees-of~One 
to talk library extension; (3) We must 
get in touch with all the service 
clubs (Kiwannis, Rotary, Lions, Busi- 
noss and Professional Wonon), with the 
American Legion, with the various 
lodges, with the Grange, and urge then 
to support a sound library progran; 
(4) We should do more in the way of 
newspaper and radio publicity, urging 
the newspapers and the radio stations 
to carry more library news, There are 
many thinzs we can do, We should get 
in touch with our local state repre- 
sentatives, with our local school 
boards and local councils and talk li- 
brarics and the need for libraries in. 
this state, 


We must realize that "The Commnun- 
ity with a Free Public Lending Library 
is a Better Cormunity than the One 
Which has no Library,"

The Huntington Public Library cel- 
ebrated its Golden Anniversary during 
Book Week, Novembcr 16-22, The Libra~ 
ry was initially opencd April 7, 1902 
and not until 1903 did it occupy its 
present building, The Friends of the 
Library sponsored a tea for the offi- 
cial supporting bodics on Sunday, and 
an Open House on Tuesday for the gen= 
eral public. The Woman's Club spon- 
sored a _ series of book revicws; the 
Garden Clubs provided floral decora- 
tions; the Junior League provided a 
puppet shows; and the Junior Story 
Tellers Leagues gave a series of chil- 
dren's story hours, Barboursville 
Branch had a tea and a children's par- 
ty. Milton Branch had an open house, 
The bookmobile, freshly painted in 
black and yellow, was on display in 
front of the Library part of the weck, 


The Milton Branch was newly dec- 
orated in green and cream, A green 
pattcrn asphalt tile floor was in- 
stalled and now venetian blinds placed 
on the windows, 


The main library's public mecting 
room has been equipped with lightproof 
shades for daytine showing of films, 


A new library policy now enables 
transients, such as salesmen, to use 
their home library identification card 
in lieu of a cash deposit, 


St, Albans Library. 


A new member of the Kanawha County 
library family arrived June 30th, when 
the St,Albans Public Library first be- 
gan service after a formal opening on 
June 28th.

be undcr the direction of E, Hugh 
Behyner, Librarian of Bethany College, 
They will be givon three courses in 
Library Science to prepare then for 
graduate library school and they will 
elect a subject ficld in which they 
must take the nininun requirenents, 
Both French and German will be re- 
quired, as woll as courses in Econone 
ics, Personnel Administration, Art, 
Music, History, Education, and Soci- 
ology. In addition all students will, 
of course, have to mect the lower di- 
vision requirements sect by the Collere

These students will take a core 
prehensive examination at the end of 
the foureyear period, which, together 
with the Gradunzte Record Examination, 
which all Bethany eraduates must take 
and pass, will entitle them to enter 
library school with no qualifying ex- 
aninations., All students who have 
graduated from Bethany during the past 
ten years and who have applied for ad- 
mission to library school have becn 
accepted.

ed next spring.
